[Abstract:] Relative to shortage in fineness of two of the bars... 

The Mint of the United States at Philadelphia, 

Assayer’s Department, 

April 19, 1894 

Sir 


In the last invoice of gold, from the Mint of the United States at Denver (Shipments No. 
36 & 37), I would call attention to the fact, that there was a shortage in fineness of two of the 
bars in said invoice. 

These bars were re-assayed, but without any change in fineness. They were then melted 
and new assay cuttings taken. The result of the assay, almost the same (within a few tenths) as 
the first. A large part of this shipment, consisted of “coppery” gold - quite brittle. I imposed a 
charge only, for melting and toughening. As this variety of gold is always treated in our refinery, 
the deductions for Mint charges, as made in the Office at Denver, should cover the cost of 
refining, viz about 4 c per oz.
